Europs. ‘The inference to be drawn from 
the defeats Turkey has sutforedelsewhere in 
the field is that the declaration of war by the 
Balkan States found the army unprepared, 
and it is in itself a strong condemnation of 
the Government that the Cabinet, in these 
circumstances, should have allowed the 
country to drift into war ‘with the 
Balkan States while the account with Italy 
remained unaottled. There is no getting 
away from the fact that Turkey has been 
badly governed in this crisis and badly 
advised, One writer has observed in con- 
nestion with the war that “the adoption of 
representative institutions by,- Oriental 
nations, which isa phenomenon of modern 
history, has in every caso turned out: badly, 
It has lost China Mongolia, and. possibly 
Tibet, it has disintegrated whatever strength 
Porsis had and Jeid her open to the serious 
risk of partition, and it bas caused Turkey 
disagtrous defeat in the field of battle.” In 
saying that the adoption of representative 
institutions by Oriental nations has turned 
out badly in every case, the writer has 
evidently forgotten ‘the very notable 
exception of Japan. And eventhough China 
may lose Mongolia and Tibet, and have. to 
remove the blue ‘stripe from her flig, we 
should not: be prepared to say of China that 
she ie wore likely togo the way of Turkey and 
Porsia than the way of Japan. She will not 
progress, however, if “the free and enligh- 
toned" but bellicose, section of the people of 
China force the country into a war with 
Bussia, over the status of Mougolia, while 
the Obinese army. is'so utterly unprepared 
as it ia now to take the field against’ such a 
force as Russia could bring againet it. We 
have little fear that the Government at 
Peking wil] bedriven to commiteuch an uct 
of folly, and we have no expectation of ever 
secing China wharing the fate of Turkey.
